WASHINGTON PARK MAY RACE. 



A meeting of the directors of the Washington 
Park Club was held at the Wellington hotel last 
night for the purpose of considering the ques- 
tion of holding a race meeting in 1898. After a 
full discussion of the subject, a resolution was 
adopted declaring it to be the sense of the 
board that a meeting should be held if practic- 
able; the matter being referred to the execu- 
tive committee with full power to act. 

The legal phase of the matter has been thor- 
oughly considered and the executive committee 
meeting mentioned will be held within next few 
days. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



The Putzel racing bill has passed both houses 
of the Maryland legislature and with its passage 
the hopes of the “outlaw” turfmen go glimmer- 
ing, The bill limits racing in all the counties 
of the State to thirty days except in 
Baltimore County, where racing and 
bookmaking are permitted for forty ‘ days 
'n each year. The bill further provides that 
licenses for racing on any track shall be issued 
by the judges of the Circuit Court for the re- 
spective counties, so that complaints against 
such racing on the ground that it maintains a 
nuisance can be laid before the judges and 
licenses refused or revoked for the public good. 

According to “Kelston” the pick of the Mor- 
ris 2-year-olds now in trainer Walden’s care at 
Middleburg, Md., are Huitzilopochtli, Abusive 
(brother to Abuse), Guilemat, Latchkey, Fili- 
grane, Tyran, Vertigo and Duke of Middleburg. 
Of the colt with the jaw-breaking Aztec name 
he says : 

“I cannot recall ever seeing a 2-year-old of 
such length, and as he is furnished in propor- 
tion he could readily be taken for a 4 year-old. 

Although on such a large scale, he is nicely 
balanced, and is a smart, active colt, with a 
bold, resolute look to him, and as this young 
giant is one of the lot that, when only about 
eleven months old, showed Mr. Walden an 
eighth in lU seconds, with 124 pounds on his 
back, the outlook for his proving a bit out of 
the common is rather promising. This colt is 
at present booked, to represent, the stable in the 
first Washington. Nursery, and I am betraying 
no state secrets when I say that Mr. Walden is 
rather sweet on his chance.
